There is an immense amount of nonsense 


talked and written about long distance rifle 
shooting, and the stones men tell about their 
own or somebody else's wonderful tireiirai'v 
at long range may be set down as campaign 
inventions. In fact the same importance is 
not attached to long distance shooting as for- 
merly, for it has been demoustrutiKl bevoixl 
doubt that it is comparatively usf loss except 
where tlio distance h;is been careful!} meas- 
ured and the gun properly gauged for it. It 
can be readily seen that this would bo im- 
practicable either in shooting at gamp or in a 
military engagement. To illustrate, the \ ery 
best long distance rifle that is made \iii-, a fall 
of forty inches in 500 yards. Xow, bow 
many men nrc there who can accurately cal- 
culate such a long distance? And o£ 'what 
use would the gun be in case the marksman's 
judgment erred fifty yards one Hay or the 
other? These considerations have induced 
the government to change the whole tbeorj 
and practice concerning the use of long raii^a 
guns. The Crewlmoor system lias been aban- 
doned entirely by the army marksmen, and 
they are now taught the art of measuring 
distances by the eye, and also practice shoot- 
ing at moving objects. When flung at tar- 
gets each man makes his own estimate of dis- 
tance, a squad fires and then all advance, say 
fifty yards, make new estimates and fiio 
again. This process is repeated, so that the 
soldier really gets experience that will be of 
use to him in actual warfare —Clarence E 
Lee in St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

The many little whimsicalities which crop 


out in human nature as the hour of final dis- 
solution draws near are equally us unac- 
countable, as the other peculiarities—every 


less necessary that he should be frankly in- 
formed how matters are viewed by the pub- 
lic, and it is none the less imperative that 
he take immediate and active steps to 
remedy existing defects. 


THE shortage in the European wheat crop 


this year is estimated at 8200,000,000, and 
yet American farmers are tearing their hair 
in wild despair because the}' can't sell their 
wheat for enough to represent the cost of 
production. Why isn't this country called 
upon to make up the deficiency? This is a 
question for the American farmers who 
Toted for a high tariff last fall to study on. 
Europe can only buy wheat where they can 
send other products in exchange. The idea 
of sending over $200,000,000 in gold to this 
country for our wheat is preposterous. The 
money market of Europe would be put in a 
panic. Money after all is only a medium 
of exchange and if they could stand such a 
tremendous drain of gold in one year they 
couldn't the next. By our laws, those ad- 
mirable protective laws, which the farmers 
voted for a year ago, we say in effect to 
the nations of Europe: We don't want to 
trade with you. We have built up a Chinese 
wall of protection. You can buy cur wheat 
but we absolutely refuse to buy your pro- 
ducts. Can't the farmer see the reason why 
the United States is not called upon to make 
up that shortage of 200,000,000 bushels in 
the European wheat crop.

Famous Hoaxes. 


The photograph of the great JIuir glacier 


in Alaska, which showed with the vast ice 
field a sort of "bird's eye'1 view of the city of 
Montreal, in Canada, has received a good 
deal of notice, but not much credit, from the 
press of the country. It turns out to be, as 
was commonly thought, a humbug, and 
worse, a fraud intended to make money foi 
the author of it. In this respect, as well as 
in the extravagance of the association it 
makes a large city in a fertile land with an 
uninhabitable desolation of ice, it differs 
from anj of the famous hoaxes of recent his- 
tory ortradition. The most fumoua a.s well 
as the first of these was Locke's "moon 
hoax," published, ne believe, m a Xuw York 
paper fifty or more years ago, and very 
generally credited, even by the le«s cautious 
of scientists. It represented Sir John Her- 
schel, who was then making extended as- 
tronomical observations at the Cajw ot Good 
Hope with the best attainable instruments, 
as having discovered indisputable evidences 
of the existence of human creatures, or sen- 
tient beings of some kind, and ot -their citici, 
in the moon. Sir John put an end to it, ex- 
cept as a good joke on the part of the people 
who believed it, but it was long a subject of 
raillery and fun among the paper*..—Indian- 
apohs Xevvs.

by the Romans, and prevailed until the time 
of the conquest, when, stringent laws were 
parsed making it all but impossible for the 
landed interests to get outside a certaiu 
circle, the leaders ot w Inch soon become lords 
and noblemen. 
In the MJO or :,'00 vcars which 


followed in the wake of the conqueror the 
will making custom was almost lost sight of. 
It was revived, however, about the time of 
Edward V, ami luu, since remained a recog- 
nized institution 
One of the grandest treats 


incident to o vi.sit lo London is a day at Som- 
erset House, the English Temple of Vesta, the 
place vv here London wills are stored. 
As an 


historical institution this will repository is a 
good second m point of interest to the British 
Museum itself. All the wills which have 
bpi-n made in London since the tatter part of 
the Fifteenth century are now reposing, upon 
its many shelves. They number thousands 
upon thousands, so many indeed, it is said 
that were they pasted together end to end 
they would girdle tho 2iitire globe with a pa- 
per belt. 


Charles V, the mouasticul watch collector 


made a w ill in which he left his watches and 
rich tapestries to tho monastery where he 
ended his days. Other famous historical per- 
sopages have similarly disposed of their renlty 
arid personal property. At Somerset house 
the will of the immortal Shakespeare, the one 
m which he bequeaths his best bed and bed- 
ding to LUi wife, rests beside those of John-
